At the executive session of the board 
later on the Committee on Plans and Con- 
tracts washed its hands of the trouble- 
some compensation clause in the proposed 
franchise for the New York Connecting 
Railroad.

ALBANY, Jan. 25.—The Assembly will 
pass the resolution for a joint legislative 
committee to investigate the Banking De- 
partment. Notice was given to the Re- 
publican leaders of the Senate to-day by 
Speaker Wadsworth. The Assembly Bank-

Some of Them Prefer Even Mur- 
phy as Tammany’s Chieftain. 








_WANT AN OLD PARTY WORKER | 





The McClellan-O’Brien Dinner, Which 
Only Three Leaders Attended, 
Starts Some Fight Talk. 


Some of the Tammany district leaders 
who were not invited to the anti-Murphy 
dinner held at Sherry’s Wednesday night 
to advance the candidacy of Fire Com- 
missioner O’Brien for the leadership of 
the Wigwam, with Mayor McClellan's 
backing, were in a fighting mood yester- 
day, and were declaring that they would 
oppose the Mayor’s plans to the utmost. 

Some of these leaders were anti-Murphy 
leaders themselves, and had been working 
on plans of their own for the dethrone- 
ment of the present leader, but they are 
bitterly opposed to having the Mayor 
take hold of the situation personally, with 
a View to the élevation of Mr. O’Brien to 
the seat of power in Fourteenth Street 
over the men who for years have been 
working to hold together and build up the | 
organization. Half a dozen of these lead- 
ers now express a willingness to work 
with Mr. Murphy for the time being, or at 
least long enough to defeat the plans of 
the Mayor. After that, it is asserted, they 
will revive their own plans and try to 
eliminate Murphy from the party coun- 
cils and reorganize the Hall. 

Only three district leaders attended the 
O’Brien dinner, and all of them, Alder- | 
man Timothy P. Sullivan, Corrections | 
Commissioner Francis J. Lantry, and } 
Sheriff Nicholas J. Hayes, were known | 
te have aligned themselves with the] 
Mayor some time before. The Sullivans, 
however, are in favor of making Sheriff 
Hayes the Mayor’s candidate for the lead- 
ership instead of O’Brien. Hayes, too, | 
is lending a willing ear to this plan, but 
neither the Sullivans nor Hayes are de-| 
sirous of pushing the matter to a point 
where a break with the Mayor might be 
caused. For the present they are work- 
ing with him smoothly with the hope that 
he will decide to take up Hayes instead 
of O’Brien. They point out that Hayes 
has been a district leader for ycars, and 
has always maintained a clean reputation. 
If the Mayor continues to insist on 
O’Brien, however, there is reason to be- | 
lieve that the Sullivans and Hayes will 
fall in with his plans. ; 

Leaders like James J. Martin, P. J. | 
Scully, George F. Scannell, Thomas F. | 
McAvoy, Thomas E. Rush, Maurice Feath- 
erson, and some others are perfectly will- 
ing to take part in a move ment to oust 
Mr. Murphy from his hold on the organi- 
gation, but they want the reorganization 
to come from the inside of Tammany and 
not from the outside, with such a move 
as the placing of a non-Tammany man in| 
control. With the O’Brien movement con- 
fronting: them, and with the belief that 
the Mayor intends to use all of the power 
of patronage to make the Fire Commis- 
sioner the successor to Mr. Murphy, these 
leaders now have told Mr, Murphy they 
are willing to stand by him and do their 
best to help him through the present crisis. 
In this they also are joined by John T. 
Oakley, who was removed from office by 
the Mayor at the beginning of the year. 

Mr. Murphy was at Tammany Hall yes- 
terday for a couple of hours, and ‘had 
long talks with James J. Hagan of the 
Nineteenth District and with Isaac A. 
Hopper of the Thirty-first. Both are|

NEVER LOST A LIFE BEFORE 





Says He Carried Nearly 1,000,000 Peo- 
ple a Year—Son, Captain of Ceph- 
us, Testifies for Father.

Taking of testimony ended yesterday 
the trial of Capt. William H. Van 
of the burned steamboat Gen- 
eral Slocum, in the United States Circuit 
Court, on charges of manslaughter, with 
the first connected story of the disaster 
yet told in public by the Captain himself. 
Counsel will argue the case to-day, each 
having two hours, and Judge Thomas will 
probably charge the jury Monday. 


out. He showed no nervousness, and was 
slow and deliberate in all his answers. In 
the beginning he told of his experience 
of more than thirty years, and said that 
in that time he had carried between 25,- 
000,000 and 30,000,000 on vessels under his 
command without an accident and with- 
out the loss of a single life until the 
Slocum burned June 15, 1904. This would 
equal 3,000, the full capacity of the Slo- 
cum, on 10,000 trips,-or one each day, in 
round numbers, for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, ‘“‘ without,’ as one ‘observer put it, 
““any deduction for blizzards.” 

Capt. Van Schaick told of being in- 
tormed through the speaking tube in 
the pilot house that the Slocum was on 
fire, of looking through the pilot-house 
windows and seeing the flames break- 
ing through the hurricane deck, and of 
ordering Pilot Van Wart to beach the 
boat on North Brother Island, ' 

He said that he had remained in the 


pilot house until she was beached, and 
then started to go to the assistance of 
people aft, when the deck fell in and he 
had to jump into the water. 

Abram Dittenhoefer, Capt. Van 
Schaick’s lawyer, asked him as to his 
work since the disaster, but Judge Thom- 
as did not allow the question, and the fact 
that Capt. Van Schaick tas since been 
canvassing for fire extinguishers was 
kept off the court record. 

Capt. Van Schaick said he believed the 
life preservers were good—he had seen} 
them taken down and brushed. Inspector | 
Lundberg, who is also under indictment, | 
he said, ordered him to replace several 
in the Spring of 1904 because they were 
stained, saying at the same time that 
they were good. / 

Judge Thomas questioned him as to the 
linen hose.

Van Schaick tell of the trouble he had 
getting a crew, and that he had not had 
time to drill green men. 

Regarding the inspection of the Slocum 
in the Spring of 1904, Capt. Van Schaick 
replied to Mr. Baldwin's questions that 
he had accompanied the Inspectors about 
the Slocum, and that it was practically 
the same kind of an inspection as the 
vessel had been through in previous years. 

When asked why he did not leave the 
owe house after ordering the Slocum 
»eached, the Captain replied that his duty 
was to stand by. Mr. Baldwin wanted 
to know if his two pilots were not capa- 
ble of taking her in, but the Captain ex- 
plained that he was afraid that they might 
become nervous, and it was his duty to 
stay in the pilot house, 

The Captain then testified that he did 
not jump from the Slocum until after Van 
Wart and Pilot Weaver had jumped, and 
that he had attempted to save the people, 
but the falling deck prevented his do- 
ing so. 

Pressed to tell about his fire drills, the 
Captain said they consisted of stretching 
the hose along the decks and filling the 
drinking water butts on the ship. The 
reason he gave for not swinging out his 
lifeboats between the day the Slocum 
went into commission and the day she 
was burned was that it would have inter- 
fered with the painting of the vessel, 
which had not been completed. 

Mr. Baldwin frequently read from the 
Captain's testimony before the Coroner, 
and asked the Captain if these state- 
ments he had made were true. The Cap- 
tain said they were, but that at that 
time he was in great pain, and remem- 
bered with great difficulty. 

Capt. William Van Schaick, Jr., son of | 
the accused commander, and commander 


of the Iron Steamboat Cepheus, preceded 
his father. He told of life preservers 
on the Cepheus, which had been on board 
for twenty-one or twenty-two years. 

Oscar Kahnweliler, maker of the Slo- 
cum’s life preservers, the first witness, 
brought to court one of his own products, 
which he said he had bought in open mar- 
He tore it after much apparent dif- 
ficulty. He said his life preservers might 
have been torn by women rendered strong 
by panic.

“We have reached a point in our bull | 
campairzn where it becomes positively 
necessary to swing the market into a new 
line of stocks,’ asserts an operator, 
whose long experience of manipulation 
gives his criticisms an air of authority. 
“It has been demonstrated that the pub- 
lic. will not follow these high-priced, high- 
ly manipulated stocks any further. That 
has been shown very clearly in the last | 
two or three days. It has also been! 
demonstrated that the public will trade 
in the stocks which are not controlled by | 
cliques, especially the low-priced railroad 
issues. The public with which we are} 
now dealing knows something about val- 
ues. It is able to make distinctions for 
itself, and is evidently aware that many 
of these high-priced issues subject to ex- 
travagant fool manipulation are already 
60 far above their intrinsic values that 
they are unsafe. You cannot continue 
the bull market in that class of stocks, 
and. unless the leaders of the campaign 
recognize this fact and adopt the only 
alternative they have, viz., that of broad- 
ening the speculation in securities that 
have a wider appeal to the general pub- 
lic, our bull movement will culminate, I 
predict, much sooner than we have ex-| 
pected. There is room for a much broad- | 
er popular speculation in the low-priced 
rails as a group. but the kind of initia-| 
tive I am talking about need not be con-| 
fined to them Pennsylvania, Atchison, 
Baltimore, and Ohio, and Missouri Pa- 
cific could all be turned effectively to the 
bull side of the market. Amalgamated 
Copper could safely be carried higher, | 
with the public enamored as it is of! 
“coppers.” A continuation of the bull 
market depends upon whether or not the} 
big bull leaders will divert the market 
into a more popular and safer line of 
stocks.

Controlling vast 
system of private wires, he devoted him- 
self yesterday to the task of scaring peo- | 
ple out of stocks. He communicated to 
one of the Wall Street news agencies an 
interview so bearish that it could not be | 
printed.

Wisk of this generation, would attend to 
it. His brokers, it may be added, were 
among those who “pounded” Reading 
yesterday.

WHFAT.—Efforts to replace grain sold early 
in the session: furnished a basis fer sharp ad- 
vances in wheat yesterday in the last hour, 
with the final list 4@%ec above the previous 
night, although at one time the active posi- 
tions had been Yc net lower. Previous to mid- 
day the market had been erratic with an open- 
ing advance on better cables than expected, 
followed by a severe break to lowest point of 
the day. The Minneapolis stock was reported 
to have increased 700,000 bushels in five days. 
The Northwest was a buyer at Chicago, but 
chiefly for the purpose of covering shorts.

CORN.—Weakness proved to be the feature 
in corn all day, the market even showing very 
little response to the late advance in wheat, 
and. closing locally unchanged to Se net lower. 
The only firmness was right at the opening, 
when the price advanced ‘4c in sympathy with 
Heavy selling by commission houses 
and the bear element had an immediate effect, 
prices at Chicago breaking half a cent on the 
active option, from which there was very little 
recovery at any time during the day. Most of 
the selling was based en the decline of 4@4sd 
at Liverpool, a light export demand, fine 
weather all through the West, and larger Chi- 
cago receipts than expected.
